3. Claims 7 and 12 recite similar limitations to the new limitation of claim 1 . 

4. With regard to Applicant's assertion that "The Examiner admits '...that it is 
extremely unlikely that British [Telecommunications shared registration information with 
Vocalis during the activation process../" (Page 7, Lines 4-6 of Remarks), it is noted that 
so such admission appears in the Office action of 7/27/2005 or any previous Office 
action.
